BEING THE TWELFTH ANNUAL REVIEW. 


Many circumstances have occurred in 1855 to render it one of the most 
important years in the aunals of mining; fir, whether we now regard the 
prosperous state of our home mines, the remunerative prices of metals, 
the large amount of dividends declared, the great advance in the price of 
shares in general, or the buoyancy of business transactions, they form a 
great contrast to the year 1854, which at this time twelvemonths was de- 
scribed as one of “unparalleled depression, and of almost unparalleled 
losses,”” and also to many previous years. Good, however, sometimes 
comes out of evil; and the principal cause of the mischief of 1853 and 
1854—the number of new mines introduced to the public, and the heavy 
calls make to work them, made it imperative that many should be aban- 
doned, which was done at great loss, it is true ;—but their stoppage en- 
abled many persons to breathe more freely, and to turn their attention to 
dividend mines, and to those which were progressing towards a profit- 
able state. 

The present prosperity of mining is to be attributed, in a great measure 
to the high standard of copper, and the good prices obtained for lead and tin 
ores, and also, in some degree, to the excellent discoveries made during 
the year, and to the important improvements in many mines, which will 
be more particularly referred to, under their separate heads, hereafter. 
And let us hope that, with the cause of the panic of previous years before 
us, we shall not again have to deplore the advent of too many young and 
speculative adventures, 

The formation of the “ Mining Exchange,” with the greater security 
thereby given to share transactions, and the publication of a daily Official 
List of purchases and sales, which had never before becn attempted, though 
loudly called for, has also had great influence with the public; and many 
capitalists, during the year, have sold out of railways which do not pay, 
and have invested in mines which do. 

In giving the returns of metals, I am not able, as I also stated last year, 
to present them to the close of te year, as they are not yet made up. The 
copper returns for the 12 months ending June 30, are—Ore sold in Corn- 
wall, 188,969 tons, yielding 12,241 tons 18 cwts, of fine copper, and 
1,212,686/. 8s, in money; in Wales, 39,418 tons of ore, yielding 5251 tons 
of copper, and 573,507/. 4s. in money : making a total of 1,786,193/. 12s. 
During the previous 12 months, the number of tons sold in Cornwall was 

11,779, yielding 1,153,756/. 3s. 6d.; and in Wales, 4748 tons, yielding 
508,927/, 17s.: total, 1,662,686/. 0s, 6d. The increase, therefore, during 
the 12 months ending June 30, as compared with the corresponding 12 
months of last year, is as follows :—Cornwall, $282 tons of ore, 462 tons 
of fine copper, and 18,9302, 4s, 6d. in money ; Wales, 3262 tons of ore, 
533 tons of copper, and 64,677/. 7s.: total increase of money realised, 
124,507/, 11s. 6d. The average produce-—that is, the quantity of fine 
copper in the ores per cent, —has been, in Cornwall, 64; average standard, 
or price of the copper in the ore (less returning charges, &c.), 1417. 10s. ; 
average price per ton of ore received by the miners, 6/. 88. 6d. During 
the quarter ending Sept. 29, 49,106 tons of ore have been sold in Corn- 
wall, realising 332,628/. 8s. 7d. 

The quantity of lead ores raised in England, in 1854, was 64,796 tons, 
yielding 44,986 tons of lead, and 419,824 ounces of silver: showing a con- 
siderable increase over the previous year, when the returns were, respec- 
tively, 59,342 tons of lead ore, 41,897 tons of lead, and 360,336 ounces of 
silver. Wales yielded, in 1854, 18,130 tons of lead ore, producing 13,387 
tons of lead, and 67,043 ounces of silver: also showing an increase over 
the previous year. Ircland yielded 3069 tons of ore, 2210 tons of lead, 
and 18,096 ounces of silver; Scotland, 1755 tons of ore, 1279 tons of lead, 
and 5426 ounces of silver; Isle of Man, 2800 tons of ore, 2137 tons of 
lead, and 52,262 ounces of silver: making a grand total of 94,553 tons 
of ores, 64,005 tons of lead, and 562,659 ounces of silver, The falling off 
in the general returns of silver is considerable—1852 having produced 
$18,325 ounces; and 1853, 700,000 ounces. Of the quantity of lead and 
silver raised in England, Cornwall yiclded, in 1854, 7460 tons of lead ore, 
6005 tons of lead, and 179,675 ounces of silver; Devonshire, 4139 tons 
of ore, 2612 tons of lead, and 119,288 ounces of silver: both counties 
showing a large increase on the previous year, both in lead and silver. 
The average produce of silver per ton of lead is about 35 ounces ; that of 
Devon, about 45 ounces. One parcel of 388 tons of Cornish ores (Wheal 
Trehane), according to Mr. Iunt, gave 81 per cent. of lead, and 404 ozs, 
of silver to the ton. 

At this time last year, tho lead trade was in a very depressed state, 
owing to various causes, which I then assigned ; but a few months after. 
wards it became more active, and as the smelters were short of stock, 
the miners reaped the benefit in a rise of 4/. and 5/. per ton on their ores, 
For some months past there has beea a continuous drain upon the stock 
in hand, so that the smelters and dealers were never so low in stock. In 
consequence of the great falling off in the imports from Spain, and the 
steady demand from the United States, it is probable the price will be 
maintained at present rates so long as the war lasts; and should peace be 
arranged, a considerable advance may be looked for, as Russia, hitherto 
one of our best customers, has taken none for a very long period, aud will 
require at once 3000 or 4000 tons, 

‘or copper, the demand for export and home consumption is good, and 
the stock in hand much lower than usual, The great activity in the Go- 
vernment and private ship-building yards is taking off large quantities of 
copper and yellow metal; whilst, at the same time, the railway interest 
is consuming largely in a variety of shapes, Looking at the probable in- 
creased demand for ship-building purposes in the United States, as well 
as for new railways in India, and various parts of Europe, the probability 
is in favour of higher, rather than lower, rates for copper. 

The price of tin has been more remunerative this year to the miner, 
though the returns have not yet been made up to the end of the year. In 
the quarter ending March 24, 443 tons, yielding 28,6237, 13s, 2d., were 
sold ; quarter ending June 30, 737 tons, yielding 44,9297. 17s. 11d.; and 
quarter ending Sept. 29, 1013 tons, yielding 61,637/. 9s, 11d.: thus show- 
ing a large and gradual increase, In 1854, Cornwall and Devon yielded 
8747 tons of tin ore, making 5186 tons of black tin, and 344,6437, 193, 3d. 

in money. 

If we take the value of lead ores, including silver, raised in the United 
Kingdom in 1854 as being 1,177,1892.; copper ores, 1,963,306/.; tin, 
344,6432., we find the gross value of metals raised in one year, by the 
capital of mining adventurers, and the energy of our miners, to be three 
millions four hundred and eighty-five thousand one hundred and thirty- 
eight pounds sterling; and, when made'up, the returns for the present year 
will exceed this. 

According to the mineral statistics of the Geological Survey, it would 
appear that, in addition to the returns of copper, lead, and tin, the total 
produce of pig-iron in Great Britain in 1854 was 3,069,838 tons, The 
total produce of coal in the United Kingdom was 47,421,651 tons. The 
ores of zinc—viz., black jack, 4531 tons; calamine, 280 tons: the value 
of zinc smelted in England, 16,5007, The produce of salt was 950,000 tons 
—Cheshire yielding 850,000 tons ; Worcestershire, 100,000 tons, Of the 
ores of sulphur, mundic, or iron pyrites, Wicklow returned 34,000 tons ; 
Arklow, 90,000 tons; Cumberland and Westmoreland, 2400 tons. Of 
arsenic, the Cornish mines sold 476 tons. Of barytes, Isle of Arran, 
600 tons, Derrenala Mine, 2500; Cork, 80 tons; Alston Moor, 121 tons, 
Of nickel and cobalt, St. Austell Consols sold 75 tons. Valued at the cur- 
rent prices of the year, the total mineral produce of the United Kingdom 
in 1854 was 28,575,922/. The total number of persons of all ages em- 
ployed in mining operations was 303,977—viz., 219,977 in coal mining ; 
26,106 in iron mining; 21,169 copper; 14,761 tin; 21,749 in lead; and 
174 in zine. 

The discovery of the mode of reducing aluminium and silicium toa me- 
tallic state has created much interest, as although dear at first, from their 
peculiar properties, they will afford additional resources to the arts. Sili- 
cium is stated to make a most valuable alloy with copper.

Among new and interesting fields of mining enterprise, Jamaiva at no 
distant day may assume an important position. The expectations of specu 
lators have not yet been realised, more from the circumstance of extrava- 
gant reports of the richness of the mining properties having been furnished 
to them by interested parties in the island, than from any want of legitimate 
promise in many of the mines themselves. Time and perseverance are 
not more requisite in the established districts of Cornwall and Devonshire 
for the ieodeomai of mineral wealth than they are in Jamaica; and 
when it is remembered that the mines now in operation there have been 
opened little more than two years, and have been wrought under many 
disadvantages, with very little English and native labour, the progress 
made must be regarded as satisfactory. 

The Porr Rovau Comrany has confined its cperations chiefly to the 
Stuver Hitt Mine, where two levels have been driven a considerable 
distanve into the mountain. A lode of much promise kas been intersected 
and opened upon in the upper level, and in the lower it is expected im- 
mediately to be reached. Silver Hill is a remarkable mineral district, 
not only copper and lead ores, but also the precious metals, are widely 
distributed throughout it; and, as the exploratory works advance, there 
is legitimate ground for believing that the Silver Hill Mine will become 
productive and valuable.

Castin1aAn Minine Company.—This company was formed in May last 
by the purchase of some extensive copper mines from the Peninsular 
Mining Company, situated in the Valley of Huidobro, 60 miles from the 
port of Bilboa,in Spain. Its capital is 12,500/., in 25,000 shares, of 10s, 
each. At these mines, according to the report of Capt. Jehu Hitchins and 
others who have visited the property, there is an almost unlimited supply 
of copper ores of a low per centage, averaging not more than 4 to 5 per 
cent., and, consequently, valueless for export in its original state. Capt. 
Hitchins, when in Spain, conceived the idea that, by a washing process, 
the ore might be increased to 20 per cent. at a very moderate cost, and 
for some considerable time tried various experiments. He eventually 
succeeded in accomplishing his object, and offered to go to Spain, and put 
his plan in full operation at his own expense, for a royalty on the saving 
effected (if any) by his method. The directors accepted his offer, and in 
August last he left for Spain with a practical ore dresser, and instructed 
him therein, who has since reported that he has brought up the ore to 
192 per cent. by a simple water process, and can continue to do so. This 
ore will be worth at least 202. per ton at Swansea, and the cost, including 
freight, carriage, and expenses of sale, will not exceed 57. per ton. It ap- 

ears that, by multiplying labour, almost any amount of monthly produce 
may be obtained. Capt. Hitchins left Spain a short time after his arrival, 
on account of illness, having first left instructions for the performance of 
certain preliminary works necessary for the full development of his plans. 
These have been executed, and in November he left, to organise measures 
for a regular and continuous produce; and the prospects of the company 
for the ensuing year are extremely satisfactory. 

Pentnsutark Minto Company.—The operations of this company have 
been carried on during the past year with moderate success, ‘The princi- 
pal copper mine, ‘* the Dichosa,”’ has given regular monthly returns; at 
the Verdiona Copper Mine considerable preliminary works have been exe- 
cuted; and at the lowest part of the mine there is a fine course of ore 
which the engineer states seems likely to hold down, At the Lead Mine 
(where an adit has been driving for the last two years), from which so 
much was expected, they have not yet cut the lode, so that its prospects 
still remain in obscurity, Capt. Jehu Hitchins visited the mines in the 
summer, and recommended the driving of an adit to prove an enormous 
outcrop lode, north of the Dichosa, which is progressing satisfactorily, it 
promises to give sume very good work for the future. By the published 
accounts, it appears that the directors have a sufficient sum of money in 
hand to carry on the works vigorously, A dividend of 2s. 6d. per share 
was paid in August last. No calls have been made during the year. In 
June last, the company sould part of its property (the Huidobro Mines, 
sixty miles from Bilboa) to the Castilian Mining Company, for 4090/7. in 
cash, and 8835 10s, shares, which shares were divided among the Penin- 
sular shareholders without payment, in the ratio of one to three, being 
equal to an extra dividend of 3s. 4d. per share. 

The Imeertat Brazit1an Mining Company have been compelled to 
make several calls during the year. At Gongo Suco, the adit, 27 fms. 
deep, has been driven 210 fms. towards proving the productiveness or 
otherwise of Duval’s shoot and the Cumbo Mine, and before this is known 
some months mustelapse. At the Gongo River, which runs by the south 
east boundary of the Gongo Soco estate, and into which has flowed for 
ages the torrents of the neighbouring mountains, all of which contain for- 
mations more or less auriferous, and some of them being very rich, a 
large body of alluvial soil has accumulated (particularly in the valley), 
and it is expected that gold to a large amount is deposited in tho bed of 
the river; and here, by cutting canals to divert the course of the river, 
active operations are going on in search of the gold. 

The New Livares Company, failing to raise fresh capital, has been 
broken up. 

The San Fernanpo are selling large quantities of lead, but no infor- 
mation can be obtained by shareholders as to the financial state of the com- 
pany, although regular dividends of 12 percent. per annum were held out 
as an inducement to parties purchasing shares, and 6000/7, actually paid in 
1854, This year the unfortupate shareholders have been treated with con- 
temptuous silence, and altogether the conduct of the managers is most re- 
prehensible. It is bad enough for holders to find their shares valucless, 
and lose their money —worse to find the mine selling ores to the value of 
3000/. a month, and no account whatever rendered. 

Ta Spain, much speculation has been carried on in the discovery of iron 
ores containing silver, but no practical result has yet been obtained. 
Silver-lead, quicksilver, and copper mining and reduction are going on stea- 
dily, asusual. Some copper works have seen set up on the Swansea model. 

Auten Mrninc Assoctation.—The accounts presented-at the anoual 
meeting, in November, showed a balance of 3060/. 14s. 1d., which was 
not divided, owing to the directors being unable to bring over the whole 
of the produce (out of which this balance arises) during this year. A 
large supply of coal has been dispatched, and in a few months all the 
stocks of ore will be smelted, and a shipment of about 140 tons of fine 
copper will be made. The assets of the company, on the 31st of March 

ast, in cash, goods, and ores at the sinelting-house, were valued at 
13,3467. 10s, 1d., independent of mines, smeltig-works, and buildings, 
all of which are in good condition. The mines, during the past seven 
months, have rather improved. Several exploratory workings have been 
judiciously carried on for some time, with the view of opening ore ground 
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a he Comzasy have this year paid.a dividend of 20s. 
per! share, or/10,000/., besides, expending a large amount in improving 
their landed. estates, which appear # have been hitherto neglected. These 
estates, which are very extensive, and comprise some of the very best 
agricultural land, are looked upon as daily becoming more valuable, and 
it is expected will yield annually a large and increasing income to the pro- 
prietors. The Copiapo Railway passes through one of the properties, 
called ‘‘ Malpaso,” and has been continued up to their valuable estate 
called Hornito. It is contemplated to extend the line up to the rich silver 
mining district of Chanarcillo, in which case the Copiapo Mining Com- 
pany will be greatly benefited, as the line will be a tramroad, and the 
mules and horses must be pastured on their property. The produce of the 
estates will also be conveyed to the mining district daily, and thus it will 
be seen that, in judicious hands, an important income will be derived. 
The Checo Copper Mine has during this year gradually improved; the 
monthly quantity has increased, and the ores are of much richer quality, 
the produce for October being equal to about 334 tons of fine copper, Ac- 
cording to reports, the wealth of this mine is scarcely yet began to be de- 
veloped; the company have secured the services of one of the best miners 
in Chili, under whose managemwnt the produce is likely to increase. The 
shareholders have authorised the directors to erect smelting works on the 
spot, and arrangements, we belicve, are being made to carry out this im- 
portant branch of business. The Silver Mines are looking tolerably well, 
but the returns from Hallada have been considerably less this year than 
was anticipated. The mine is, however, giving a profit; and when the 
continuation of the rich bunch of silver is met with at a deeper level, the 
yield is likely to be as good as heretofore. The Republicano promises to 
be a mine of the first order, and other silver mines in which the Copiapo 
Company have interest are productive. Time must, however, be given to 
develop the veins discovered, and under the direction of the skilful engi- 
neer, recently engaged, bright prospects appear to be opening for this 
undertaking. 

The great works of the Mexican anv South Amenican Sme.tine Com- 
vany, in Chili, have turned out a greater produce than in any former year. 
The total make of copper in the ycar will, it is considered, be 3500 tons, 
3000 tons of which have already arrived, or are on their way ; this is more 
than one quarter of the total copper raised in Chili, which it is estimated 
will be 12,000 or 13,000 tons of pure copper, the largest produce yet known 
in that country. The company’s silver operations have not been so suc- 
cessful ; Mr. Robert Edward Alison, the chief superintendent at Herradura 
Works, near Coquimbo, having failed in carrying out the patent process of 
Mr. Frederick Field, the chemical superintendent, from which those par- 
ties had held out such great results. Mr. Alison and Mr, Field have like- 
wise failed in the attempt to smelt carbonate ores of copper at Caldera 
without sulphurets, and in the attempt to substitute Lota and Coranel 
Chili coals in smelting for Newcastle and Welsh, although they had re- 
ported both operations as fully successful. The directors have, therefore, 
it appears, stopped these proceedings of Mr. Alison and Mr. Field. The 
smelting-works at Herradura and Caldera have been completed, those at 
Tongoy rebuilt, and ore stations at Totoralillo and Copiapo extended. A 
screw steamer belonging to the company, named the Ane, has arrived 
this year, and is employed, in conjunction with sailing vessels, in keeping 
the establishment supplied with ores. The dividends paid this year have 
been at the usual rate, 15s. per share, free of income tax, being about 13 per 
cent. on the present prices, The whole of the new capital has been paid up, 
Mr. Lambert’s smelting-works at Port Coquimbo and Compania, near La 
Serena, have likewise been more active than in previous yeavs. His steamer, 
the Fire Fly, has been sent to the south, but a fine iron ship, named the 
Serena, has been put onto carry copper and ores to his establishments at 
Swansea and Liverpool. 

During the year 1854 copper and silver mining was much extended in 
Chili, and, in consequence, many small smelting-works were set in ope- 
ration, and in the latter end of the year a new smelting company was pro- 
jected by some parties, who were discharged on account of mismanage- 
ment in another concern. These speculations have, however, received a 
heavy blow, for in consequence of the steady rise in prices of articles of 
consumption, and a sudden scarcity of agricultural produce, many descrip- 
tions of mines have ceased to be remunerative, and in the province of Ata- 
cama alone one great mine owner has thrown out of employment 1500 men. 
All the mines of low produce are suspended, and it is supposed all the new 
smelting concerns will be shut up. 

From Peru, a large quantity of very rich copper ore has been sent prin- 
cipally to France, 

From Tennessee, some good copper ores have been this year introduced 
into England. 

The AncLo-Watpeck Company, in Germany, has been in dispute and 
litigation the whole year. Ores have been raised, but, through the litiga- 
tion, none have been sold. The ores brought to Swansea in the begining 
of the year were very ill-selected ; they were of low produce for copper, 
but contained some rich gold ores. It is said the local government are fully | 
determined to have smelting-works erected. There can be no doubt it is 
a true mineral district, but it is in very unfortunate hands. 

The Lusitan1tan Mintnc Company has not been in operation very long, 
but have already paid a dividend of 1250/., and have good prospects, 


GOLD MINING IN ENGLAND. 

The failure of the speculations has been attended with the failure of 
some of the speculators; and, consequently, gold mining and reduction 
have been driven to greater straits; and although many experiments have 
been made, only one, that of Dolfrwynog, has been kept to work, and of 
this no detailed account has been given, though we believe the prospects 
are excellent. This branch of enterprise, generally, is only asleep, not 
dead—it chiefly wants wen of capital and character, The gold machiners 
have followed the fate of the rest. All the gold reduction works have been 
shut up. The Berdan Machine Company have carried on a considerable 
business this year in Australia. The use of the machines is, however, 
confined to the colony of Victoria, where they are in extensive and suc- 
cessful operation. Nearly 20 of the larger machines have been introduced, 
but the one chiefly employed isasmall hand-machine, made in the colony | 
by license of the company, and of whick nearly 100 have been manufac- 
tured, These are used by small parties of working men at the diggings. 


CONCLUSION. 

In the third edition of Mr. Murchison’s British Mines, considered as a 
Means of Investment, some remarks are made which I consider extremely 
pertinent at the present time, and I cannot do better than refer to them 
in this place. Speaking of the “indiscriminate and unjust manner in 
which mining, and every one connected with it, are condemned, by per- 
sons who are either ignorant of the circumstances on which they blindly 
pass judgment, or who do not reflect for a moment on the effect of their 
remarks,’ Mr. Murchison calls attention to the disgraceful proceedings 
among bankers and merchants which have of late been frequently before 
the public, and asks, ‘‘ Why should all mining be depreciated for the errors 











and faults of some, while banking and commerce should remain unscathed 
by any amount of roguery and deception?” ‘The total sum of which 
three firms, lately before the public, have defrauded their clients, would,” | 
Mr. Murchison says, ‘‘ be suflicient to develop at least a hundred mines ; | 
but if a dozen people lose a few hundred pounds each by a mine (and it is 
immaterial whether they do so fairly or unfairly), tey at once stamp the 
whole business as a deception.” ‘There are, no doubt, many bankers | 
and merchants who would be very indignant, and would feel severely the | 
injustice, if the whole of their class were to be regarded with continual 
suspicion, and if banking and commercial pursuits were to be looked upon 
as only other terms for everything that is bad. Such is the view, how- 
ever, which many take of mining.” Although, as he goes un to say, 
‘*There are among those connected with this most important branch of 
national industry as large a proportion of honourable and respectable men 
as there are among bankers and merchants, or any other class, there is far 
too great a disposition to look at every procecding in mining with suspi- 
cion, and to utter unscrupulons remarks upon every point that may arise, 
rashly attributing the most re motives in every case where the 
results do not quite correspond with the expectations at first entertained 

I have known men of the highest honour, and of great practical ability, 
pressed for their opinions upon the prospects of a mine, and who have 
given their views unreservedly, according to their conscientious belief, 
founded upon the appearances at the time; but, when unforoeseen changes 
have taken place in the character of the lode and strata, or other circum- 
, stances may haye occurred (which, perhaps, only delayed the anticipated 
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good rosults),'I heave. heard these men most undeservedly blamed, in he 
most anmeasurad. terme, for having misled, &e."' : 

As a sequence to theae remarké, let ma edd that the best of mines are 
“speculations,” and those who ombark in them, cither for large dividends 
or large profits, should not be disappointed if ai do not turn out as 
they could wish. Fifteen or twenty per cent. cannot be had for money 
without some risk, though, from the publicity now given to the accounts 
and reports of mines, that risk may be nicely calculated; and I have en- 
deavoured, in the preceding Review, to assist the capitalist in doing it. 
In regard to progressive mines, there are many well worth attention ; and 
I would add, as I did in my Review of 1852, “ Never confine your specu- 
lations to one mine, It is impossible, however well recommended, how- 
ever well managed, and however good the prospect$ may appear, that a// 
mines can pay: invest, therefore, in a well-selected few. The division of 
ri-k diminishes the effects of a partial loss, and almost insures success in 
the aggregate.” —1, St. Michael’ s-alley, Cornhill, Dee, 29, 1859,

Tur Tron Trapy.—* Ironmaster,” in the Worcester Journal of to-day, 
says :—** The preliminary meeting of the iron trade was held on Thursday, in Dudley, 
but nothing fresh transpired, and prices remain at the quotations of last quarter. I 
have no doubt of the wisdom of this resolution: it would have been wrong in the 
present state of the money market to have attempted an advance, and the demand is 
not of a character to require one. It was impossible to reduce prices, for labour, 
coal, and ore, are too high, and the stocks too low, to warrant one. Barsare in good 
demand, but for boiler plates and sheets there are few orders; and mills which have 
not for many months past been without sufficient orders on hand to keep on full time, 
are now at less than half work. Though iron is above the average price, taking the 
mean of (say) five years’ rates, still there are some works out of operation, and I 
should say about 8 per cent. is lessened by these stoppages out of the entire make of 
the district. There is no reduction in the make of pig-iron, nor do the stocks of mine 
pigs increase. The founders are consuming more than was ever known, and the 
melting pig makers find a ready sale for their makes. The price of pig iron is rather 
higher than it was, and I have nodonbt but that higher rates will be realised for the 
Lady-day quarter of 1856 than has been during the present quarter. 

A contemporary of yours (a short time ago) speaking of ores from a distance, ob- 
served that it was a pity they were not of a character to benefit this district to any 
great extent. I think in many instances this would be true, but there is an ore now 
being brought into South Staffordshire which I consider a most valuable introduction, 
and it is, without doubt, anexcellentore, It is a first-class hematite ore, and either 
for puddling furnaces or blast furnaces is equally good ; it is used raw, and the qua- 
lity of the iron, made by using a mixture of it, is vastly improved. There is a large 
tract of it, it is very casily and inexpensively raised, and is intersected by canals, and 
from its being so near as Froyall, in North Staffordshire, a large quantity will be con- 
sumed here. Some of our best houses have secured large tracts of it, and it has peen 
used for months past with great suceess, There is not a doubt about its value. If] 
gave this opinion from my own observation, no one would question it, but I am backed 
in it by the most experienced pig and wrought-iron manufacturers in the trade. 

The Times, in taking an extract from my letter last week, made a sad mistake. 
They meade it appear that the North Staffordshire bar-iron houses were consuming 
South Staffordshire pigs exclusively, and selling our melting pigs in the Lancashire 
markets. This is entirely wrong. The North Staffordshire pigs are not coming 
here, but are being used up in their own manufactories ; the excess of make gocs to 
Liverpool, Manchester, and the North, as Scotch pigs are too high to compete with 
them, and our pigs are too high, with the freights added, to go into North Stafford- 
shire, I may remark, that if some of our pigs were mixed with the North Stafford- 
shire, their iron would be greatly improved. We can do very well without theirs. 


Sream Power ror Propuision on Canars.—In consequence of a 
severe competition which has for some time existed, and still continues, between the 
railways radiating from Leeds, and the Aire and Calder Navigation Companies, 
the latter have just introduced upon their canal, two screw steam tugs-boats, 
propelled by engines of 10-horse power each, the boilers being on the locomotive 
principle; the mu'titubular principle being necessary, from the limited space avail- 
able, for the machinery. Each of these boats will themselves carry 60 tons of goods, 
acting, at the same time, as tugs to three other boats, with from 30 to 40 tons in each. 
On the other hand, the railway company hove had a new line of railway survered, 
which will take in four or five extensive and important coal mines, and will be about 
5 miles in length. We have had, on several oceasions, recently to notice improve- 
ments in canal steam navigation, and this is another instance in which the old slow 
mouvement of the draft horse, will be superseded by a speed at least double, and 
enable the company largely to increase their trafic, and consequently their profits.

Improvements 1n Rotary Enornes.—Mr. Edward Hutchins, of New 
Road, Whitechapel, has taken out a patent for a rotary engine, constructed with a 
view to obviate mostiof the objections which have in all instances been found inse- 
parable from this description of engine. One great difficulty in all these arrange- 
ments has been unequal, rather than excessive, friction; and the patentee, in this 
instance, has avoided, in the main points, all eccentric motion, one great cause of 
unequal wear; and, by keeping the difference in the diameter between the inner and 
outer sides of the cylinder as small as possible, there is not much inequality in the 
friction on the pistons. The outer, or fixed cylinder is formed with one side to re- 
move, for convenience in ease of obstruction or repair, the rotating cylinder within 
being formed somewhat similar to a broad wheel, keyed on to the main shaft, and on 
the periphery of this cylinder are bolted one or more piston heads, as may be thought 
desirable. A corresponding number of cut-off valves pass through stuffing-boxes in 
the outer case, kept home by springs, the pistons being headed by sloping or incline 
plane-like pieces, by which the valves are pressed back and passed, the pistons hav- 
ing also volute springs to keep them in their places. The steam being admitted at 
either of the induction ports, it presses forward the pistons until they pass the educ- 
tion opening, and escape takes place ; but this is so timed that the piston will have 
nearly passed the cut-off before the steam is exhausted, and the dead pointa, so ob- 
jectionable in other rotary engines, are almost nominal. The engine is reversed by 
the action of a four-way cock, a quarter turn of which effects that object, and by an 
eighth part turn it is stopped. In this engine, as the friction is proportionate to the 
distance of the point of contact from the axis of rotation, by increasing the width of 
the cylinder without increasing its depth, the power may be increased without addi- 
tional friction, and where it does take place compensation is allowed by packing. 
The eccentric motion is adopted for admission and cut-off of the steam, making it 
suitable for a high-pressure engine, and by the addition of an air-pump it becomes a 
c ondensing one. 


Ligutinc Caucurra By GAs.—We understand that the works of the 
Oriental Gas Company, in Calcutta, are making good progress, and the loss of mate- 
rials, occasioned by the wreck of the Dream, has been promptly made up by consign- 
ments in other vessels. Four foremen of works are actively engaged laying mains, 
The Medical Hall, now erecting for Messrs. Scott, Thompson, and Co., and Mesores. 
D. Wilson and Co.'s new hotel, wiil be fully supplied with tubing, so that as soon as 
the mains are complete ow can be united, and the light supplied. It costs, it is 
stated, the Bengal Club 700/. a year for oil lamps, which is more than any London 
club house pays for gas. The houses in Calcutta, from the rooms being lofty, and 
other cir 8, are well adapted for the use of gas; and in a short period there 
is not much doubt but that it will take the place of the present system of illumination. 


Enouisn Ratuways.—To realise the idea of England aided by 8000 
miles of railway, we mast try to imagine England destitute of railways. Without 
railways now, where would be our commerce, our military force, or our progress ? 
But what are our railways? They are so common to us as to cease to excite wonder ; 
and we are apt to forget their magnitude and compiexity, Well, they represent 4 
capital of 286,000,000/, They are 8000 miles long, and have 2500 stations. Their 
working gives employment to 90,000 persons. They conveyed last year 111,000,000 
passengers, and the trade in merchandise and minerals upon them will now amount 
to 1,000,000 tons per week. To work them, 6990 locomotive engines, 100,000 waggons, 
and 20,090 passenger vehicles are required. ‘Their locomotives represent a force equal 
to that of 1,250,000 horaes; and if all the vehicles working were put together, end to 
end, they would reach from the Channel to the Senttish border, or at least, 400 miles. 
The railway company is also a great owner of moving stock, and a great constructor 
in consequence. Itisalsoa great carrier, and owner of steam-boate, omnibuses, horses, 
and carts ontside,

LONDON, DECEMBER 29, 1855, 
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We are now enabled, through the attention of the Krerer or Mininc 
Reconrps, to give our readers a correct account of what has been done iu 
the Mininc Recorp Orrice of the National Establishment in Jermyn- 
street. There are deposited in this office the plans and sections of up- 
wards of 200 metalliferous mines, and of about 100 collicrics. ‘These are 
comprehended in some six hundred and fifty documents, of which about 
five hundred ave the plans and sections of metalliferous mines. ‘To these 
must be added the geological sections of the cuttings of 57 of the most im- 
portant railways in the kingdom, and nearly 100 miscellaneous docu- 
ments, connected in some important particulars with the mineral inte- 
rests of the country. 

Although the Mrninc Recorp Orrice has been many years established, 
it is only within the last two years that it has been really placed on such 
a footing as to be enabled to carry out, in a satisfactory manner, the ob- 
jects originally intended, At its first establishment, the chief duties of 
the Kexrrr or Minin Recoxps was the construction of models of mining 
machinery and mines, We much desire to see an extension in this direc- 
tion, since it is especially important that the British miner should have 
some means for studying the various forms of machinery and of tools which 
are used in foreign mining districts. It is only in a great national esta- 
blishment, like the Muszum or Pracrica, Gro.ocy, and the Govern- 
MENT Scuoon or Mines, that this idea can be perfected. The commence- 
ment in this direction was sv excellent in idea, and so complete in its 
exveution, that we regret the seeming stop which has been put upon its 
progress, The morc important models now exhibited are tho following :—

Besides these, there arc many models illustrative of the several geolo- 
gical phenomena of our metalliferous formations and coal deposits; also 
a good collection of the tools used by the British miners in the different 
mining districts of this kingdom, and those employed by the miners of 
Mexico, of Saxony, and of the Ural Mountains, 

From the publication of mincral statistics from time to time, which have 
been regularly noticed in the Mrininc Jouxnat, our readers are aware 
that collecting statistical information has formed an important section of 
the duties of this office. Not merely is the present annual produce of our 
tin, copper, and lead mines carefully collected and registered, but we find 
that the MintnG Recorp Orrice contains recorded statistical information 
of 390 British mines, principally tin and copper, ranging over the half of 
the century which has passed. Arrangements have been made for com- 
prehending all the lead mines of the United Kingdom, and much progress 
has been made in completing plans for the record, in a similar manner, of 
the produce of all the coal and iron- producing districts of the country, It 
is in the highest degree satisfactory to know that a great number of the 
largest mine proprietors, coalowners, ironmasters, and smelters, have pro- 
| mised to furnish regularly important information of the progress of their 
respective industries. 
| We find also that great pains are taken to collect, either by purchase 
! or otherwise, all published documents, and such as are circulated in the 
| commercial world, which in any way relate to mining operations, or the 
| trades in metals or coals. The collection of Ticketing Papers and of En- 
| gine Reports is believed to be the most complete of any preserved. These 
| cannot fail to be of great value in the history of our mining progress. In 

the above statement, we have shown all the leading features of an esta- 
| blishment, which must prove of considerable importance to such great 
| mineral-producing countries as Great Britain and Ireland, with their co- 
| lonial dependencies. Much, it will be seen, has been done, but there must 
| be a great extension in each of the directions indicated, and a large amount 
| of personal labour bestowed, to render the Mininc Recorp Orrics of its 
full value to the nation. 
| It must be borne in mind that all the plans and sections of mines which 
| are collected have been obtained Ly the voluntary permission of the mine 
| owners—those of abandoned mines being, in many cases, the gifts of the

| period the very centres of mining industry, has thus been secured, and 
will be preserved for the benefit of such companies or capitalists as may

The Keeper of Mining Records informs us that, during 1855, more than 
200 documents have been added to the collection under his care, and that, 
if more extended means had been placed at his disposal, he could, with- 
out difficulty, have doubled the number. This satisfactorily proves that 
there is a healthy feeling throughvut our mining community, upon which 
we may rely for a correct and full record of mining operations. Some 
persons, seeing themselves the great necessity of securing perfect records, 
have, fearing that the fecling was not equally general, advocated an ap- 
peal to our Legislative Assembly, for an Act of Parliament compelling 
every set of mine adventurers to deposit, when any mine in which they 
were engaged was abandoned, the working plans of such mines in some 
public office. 

There are very few cases in which this will not be done voluntarily, 
now that the existence of a Murino Recorp Orricx is known; and, with 
a proper amount of activity on the part of those employed, and a sufti- 
ciently liberal expenditure on the part of the Government, we believe all 
the information desired might be collected. ‘There are not a few of our 
mining undertakings which are carried on in a careless manner, without 
any plans or sections, and an imperfect system of dialling. In such cases, 
‘it would be of much yalue if, preyiously to the abandonment of such

practical purpose. ‘The importance of time to geatlemen’so fully engaged 
as are the Keeper of Mining Records and his assistants, renders it neces- 
sary that they should not be subject to the intrusion of those who have 
no object beyond the satisfaction of idle curiosity. We would strongly 
urge the necessity of preparing a descriptive catalogue of this valuable 
collection of Mining Records. ; ‘ 

We shall return again to this subject, and from time to time endeavour 
to examine in detail the several divisions which we have named in a former 
article. We are prepared to show that, both as relates to our coal mines 
and to those producing the metalliferous ores, the public have nothing to 
guide them in their speculations, unless they secure a system of Mininc 
Recoxps and of Mineka Statistics upon which perfect reliance can be 
placed. Without these to guide them, Government and our legislators 
may, with intentions of the most upright character, and with the sin- 
cerest desires to give an advantage to our mining and metalliferous indus- 
tries, be inflicting a destroying wound on these and other commercial in- 
terests—diseasing, indeed, one of the vital sources of national prosperity.

THE IRON AND METAL TRADES or SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM, ] 

Dec, 27.—The preliminary meeting of the iron and coalmasters held to. day, at the 
hotel, Dudley, is the main feature of the trade this week, and although it does not 
reveal more than has already appeared, nor effect any alteration, it is, nevertheless, 
of considerable importance, as tending to remove all doubt upon a point upon whiel 
some parties seemed disposed to raise one. 1 allude to the question of price. That 
was settled to-day ; and as I ventured to say in my former notice, it would be by a 


resolution declaratory of the inexpediency of any alteration of the quotations of list 
quarter—namely, 9/. for bars, 19/, for hoops, and L1/, per ton for sheets, Notwith- 
standing the uufavourable state of the weather, the meeting was well attended, anc 
the reports from all parts of the district so far favourable as to preclude the possibi- 
luy of anything in the shape of a reduction being acceded to, if any should be pro- 
posed, Of this, however, notbing was to be apprehended, the tendency amongsi the 
leading houses evidently being to advance ; but this was also deemed neither practi- 
cable ner prudent, and it was wisely resolved not to inake any change. The demand 
for pig-iron is brisk, and 4/, 10s. paid without hesitation, For bars and sheets there 
are also some large ordcrs on the books, and everything seems to indicate a satisfac- 
tory termination to one of the most eventful years we bave had of late in connection 
with the iron trade of South Staffordshire, For many who commenced the year with 
large prospects, based on fallacious grounds, it has certainly been an unfortunate 
period, Itis not too much, perhaps, to say, that 1,000,000/, worth of property has 
changed hands, under circumstances involving serious consequences to 1 umerons fa- 
milies and trading connections, and disclosing a system of reckless speculation, which 
can never fail to find its level. ‘The turn over, however, has not been without some 
benefit. It has broken upa hollow, rotten system of tratlic, which must always have 
been attended with miscry to those engaged in it, and prove a drawback Upon pricee, 
because of the necessity to sell at any sacrifice, Another, and much more important 
result, however, followed the disasters. It well nigh exhibited all that was “1otlen 
in the state of Denmark,” and showed, by the manner in which the bank most 
heavily involved by the failures was upheld, and placed upon a firmer basis than 
ever, that there was in the district an immense amount of bona fide capital, supe- 
rior to any possible emergency that could arise, ‘The real wealth of the district was 
brought out, and nothing but the possession of it could have induced such a speedy 
restoration of that confidence with which the year now so happly terminates. All 
things, therefore, considered, those engaged in mining operations In South Stafford- 
shire have much cause for congra'ulation at the close of the present quarter, and | 
befleve the resources of the northern part of the county have been developed during 
the past year to an extent unprecedented, and which furnishes the fortunate holders 
of mining property in that part of the district with ample hopes for the result of the 
new year’soperations, Certainly, for those enguged in the cual trade throughout the 
entire county it has been, comparatively, a prosperous year. During the entire 
twelve months the demand has been good, and at many of the works above the means 
of supply, prices have been well maintained and remunerative, and I believe there 
are now on the books abundant orders, sufficient to carry us over the best part of the 
new quarter. The difference which at one time occurred between the masters and 
men was speedily and satisfactorily arranged, and the conduct of the men, on the 
whole, throughout that affair proved that the efforts of the schoolmaster amongst 
them have not been altogether lost. They had the sagacity to avoid the miseries of 
along, useless strike, and maintained that good understanding with the masters £0 
essential for their own comfort and happiness, Nor have they evinced Jess sound 
judgment and diseretion in rejecting the overtures of the Chartists, who sought, under 
the plea of dear bread, to lead them back into the turmoils and dangers of the old, 
worn out charter agitation. It is true they met three or four Sundays to consider 
the cause of the little loaf, and they gave a few pence to send a couple of the ieaders 
to London, to ask the Queen to reduce the price of the loaf, but that was the extent 
of their fury, The loaf dropped a penny in price, and with it the agitation, All are 
now perfectly in order—a terrible fracas amongst the leaders, as usual, about money 
matters having brought the farce to a close, ; : 

Relative to the General Trade of this town and neighbourhood, there is nothing to 
report. Between merrymaking and stocktaking, the shops and works have been 
nearly all closed during the week, and there has been all but an entire suspension of 
trade, Rumours, however, of good orders for the new year have already found their 
way amongst the people, and have contributed not a little to the general gaicty whieh 
prevails all around us, : ange Tex - 

To-morrow, an important work will be commenced in this district, and to which I 
have heretofore directed your attention, L allude to the new canal and tunnel, and 
other works of considerable magnitude, about to be carried on by the Birmingham 
Canal proprictary.

It was believed that Holywood was the only place exhibing 
those rocks, and that they were wanting in the rest of,Iretand, but the discovery of 
Prof, King, proving them to exist in Tyrone, ‘s probably only the beginning of other 
discoveries of a similar nature. The old red sandstone was considered to occupy the 
places new indicated as Permian, and to extend from Cookstown to Lough Erne, 
through the centre of Tyrone, lying to the south of Omagh. As Mr. Lisabé has been 
an carly explorer in that part of the country, your correspondent will feel greatly 
obliged by any communications which that gentleman may favour him with on this 
interesting subject. 

The report of the meeting of the Lackamore Mining Company, which appeared in 
your last Journal, has surprised us nota little; and it is now scen that, however good 
may have been the prospects indicated by the appearance at the mine, it is utterly im- 
possible that there could be any result other than the one which has come to pass.

€ second paragraph runs thus :—‘* The extensive local knowledge the promoters 
ef this company possess, and the circumstance of these practical men embarking 
largely in the undertaking gives the best guarantee of its legitimacy and success.” 
A great deal is comprehended in the above little extract ; for we find that the exten- 
sive local knowledge referred to is divided with Mr. Larchin, chairman of the direc- 
tors of the renowned Royal Ilibernian Mining Company, and Messrs. Browne and 

Long, ®0 well known to the Master of the Rolls in Ireland, and alluded to in such

The second part of the foregoing extract is an improvement on the first; it would, 
indeed, be a guarantee of success, if those gentlemen were found to have paid hard 
cash for every share they possessed; but when it appears that out of 12,625 shares 
that 10,000 were divided among the promoters, the wonder ceases, and it is at once 
seen the large interest which these gentlemen had in the success of the undertaking. 
It}was stated, aleo, in the prospectus, that a meeting would be held every three months, 
instead of which the meeting recorded in your last was, I believe, only the third 
since the formation of the company, now two years and a half since. But the best 
part remains yet to be considered, what was done with the capital of 2625/.? why, a 
dividend (out of the profits, of course,) was paid svon after the formation of the com- 
pany, to bear out the promise set forth in another part of the prospectus.

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SIMPLE AND EFFECTIVE MODE°OF FEEDING BOILERS.” | 


Sia,—Many years haye elapsed siges myname has appeared among your corre, 


spondents, and I should not now inwade were it not that I think, by so doing, the 
communication I make may perhaps tend to Iessen the number of steam-boiler explo- 


sions. In the leading article of your Journal of the 15th inst., I see a notice of a 


valuable Association for the Prevention of Steam-Boiler Explosions; and in their 
report the deficiency of water was stated to be “the most frequent cause of ex- 
plosions, and open stand pipes, and fusible metal plugs, are reconmmended as preven- 
tatives,” Although so many celebrated men are members of this association, | must 
differ from them, as in my many years’ experience I have not found that safety in 
fusible plugs which I had becn taught to expect, and have abandoned their use, ia 
consequence of finding that, in several instances, the internal flue of a so-called 
Cornish boiler, in which lead plugs were riveted, became red-hot (from deficiency of 
water), without the steam escaping through the plag-hole. On examination, I found 
that the top part of the lead plug was oxidised, and, being covered with boiler scale, 
acted as a valve upon the plug-hole, although the lower part of the plug, and that part 
in the thickness of the plate, were melted away. 

I will not condemn the method recommended without suggesting another plan, 
which is used in some boilers in this country, and witich, 1 think, gives great safety. 
It consists of an arrangement by which high or low pressure boilers may be fed, and 
the water kept always at the proper level, without the aid of a force-pump. This 
plan so simplifies the engine, and insures such regularity of feed, that 1 will venture 
a description, trusting that its merits will beappreciated. The largest boiler to which 
I have seen it applied is for a high-pressure blast-engiue, and is about 90 feet long 
and 6 feet diameter across. Over this boiler is placed a short boiler, or reservoir, about 
12 feet long and 6 feet diameter. This is connected with a feed-tube passing from the 
bottom of the upper to the bottom of the lower boiler, with a stop. cock between the | 
two, and also a tube passing from the water-level of the under to the upper part of | 
the upper boiler, also provided with a stop-cock. There is also a very small trial- 
cock in the top of the upper boiler, left a little open, and also a large 5-inch or 6-inch 
pipe connecting the upper boiler (which should hotd five or six hours’ supply), with 
a water-reservoir above its level. The modus operandi is thus—Shut the two cocks 
connecting the two boilers, and fill the upper boiler with water from the reservoir ; | 
then shut the valve or cock between the water-reservoir and upper boiler, arfd open | 
the two cocks of the tudes, and the lower will feed itself until the water is all ab- | 
sorbed ; and then repeat the operation of filling the upper boiler, which is done in a 
few minutes. Trial-cocks and a water-glass should be attached to the end of the 
upper boiler, as well as to the lower. 

l conclude by suggesting that English boiler-makers should voluntarily adopt the 
regulations which the Prussian Government enforce, for the prevention of explosion, 
on all who use steam-boilers in this country, This precaution, though dcticient in 
some respects, works well, as, during my many years’ practice here, 1 have never 





| heard of a boiler explosion, although higher pressure steam is used here than in 


England, One establishment under my inspection used steam at 120 Ibs., and many 
of the Rhine steamers use it above 80 lbs, per square inch, without accidents.

RAILWAYS IN CORNWALL—WEST CORNWALL RAILWAY. 
Sin,—In the year 1834 an Act of Parliament was obtained by a company, under tlhe 
style of ‘* The Hayle Railway Company,” for constructing a railway called the Hayle 
Riilway, being a line of railway from Hayle to Redruth and the Tresavean Mine, in 
Gwennap, with a branch from Carn Brea to Portreath, another branch from Couk’s 


Kitchen to East Wheal Crofty, and snother branch from Stray Park to North Roskear 
Mine. The length of the trunk line is about 12 miles; of the branch to Portreath, 
3 miles; of the branch to Wheal Crofty, }y mile; of the branch to North Roskear, 4 : 
making a total of about 164 miles, 

This line was worked by locomotives, from its commencement, for merchandise 
only, till May or June, 1843, when Mr. Crotch, of Hayle, had permission to attach a 
passenger carriage to the train to and from Hayle and Redruth, be paying the com- 
pany arent for so doing, After a while, the company conceiving that it would be to 
their benefit to take the passenger traffic as well as the goods under their control, 
Mr, Grotch soon relinquished his connection therewith. After a few weeks a second 
carriage was put on, called the second-class carriage, and, still later, a first-class 
carriage. These carriages, as I said, went from Hayle to Redruth and back. At 
Hlayle an omnibus attended to take passengers to Penzance; and at Redruth omni- 
busses attended to carry passengers to Truro and Falmouth. Thus matters went on 
till the West Cornwall Railway was opened, first to Penzance and afterwards Truro. 

In the year 1836 a mania of unprecedented severity scized the British mind, but it 
was surpassed by that of 1845. In the former year the London and South-Western 
Railway was in course of construction ; and amongst other piojects of a reasonable 
character was that of a railway from the South-West line at Basingstoke to Fal- 
mouth, to be called the ** London and Falmouth Railway.” ‘lhe shares were eagerly 
caught up, ‘and 100,000/7, deposit money was quickly paid in. The plans were pre- 
pared, and deposited in pursuance of the standing orders, and the bill was passing, 
unopposed, through the Commons, when lo! a change passed over the public mind. 
The shares, which were taken up for sa/e, could not find a market, and the holders, 
fearing the calls for capital toexccute the line, opposed the bill, through their friends 
the Members of Parliament, and it fell to the ground, of course. Of the 100,000/, no 
account was rendered; the management was in very few hands, and it is supposed 
those gentlemen helped themselves liberally out of the fund subscribed. 

In the year 1845 a revival of the rvilway spirit occurred, and amongst other pro- 
jects was that of a railway from Truro to Penzance, to be connected with the simul- 
taneously projected Cornwall railway, at Truro, and called the ** West Cornwall 
Railway.” The course of this line being partly ‘Wat of the Hayle Railway, it was ne- 
ceasary that the West Cornwail Company should make an agreement with the Hayle 
Railway Company for the purchase of their line, and they did so—the latter company 
taking the amount in shares in the new line. The Hayle Railway is said to have 
cost 90,000/., and this is about the amount for which the line was sold, The Mayle 
Railway, I believe, never paid any dividend. It would only just pay working ex- 
penses. Short lines rarely pay the shareholders. 

The Hayle Railway was remarkable for its ivelined planes, of which there were 
four—viz., one at each of the following places —Redruth, Portreath, Penponds near 
Camborne, and Angarrack. ‘The two former are not on the main linc, and the two 
litter are obviated by diversions from the old line. By such diversions the part of the 
old line now used between Hayle and Kedruth (9 miles) is reduced to about 5 miles.

It is true 
some proportion of the capita! will be subscribed in France, but I consider that fact 
increases rather than diminishes the responsibility of the English; for, in proportion 
as the amount of capital subscribed in Paris is large, so would the burden be heavy 
on shareholders in England, as there is no English law to protect them, or to compel 
their French partners to take part of their liabilities.

Sir,—In writing to the Mining Journal last week, I had no intention of bringing 
myself into individual controversy, bul simply wished to apprise the adventurers that 
the present system of working Great Crinnis does not meet with my approval, as al- 
leged by Mr, England. I might be content with now stating that your letter has not 
altered my opinion; but as you charge! me with ungracious conduct, when I could 
have no object beyond the interest of the adventurers, 1 beg to add some further re- 
marks. With regard to your assumption, that landowners in general are under ob- 
ligation to any adventurers who may contract to work their ground, this position is 
| particularly unfortunate in the case of Crinnis, inasmuch as my father repeatedly re- 
| fased to grant this sett, among others, to so good a miner as the late Mr. Treffry: and 
shortly after he had been ultimately prevailed on to grant the present sett, a consider- 
able sum was, if I am rightly informed, realised by the transfer of the lease. It is no 
doubt simply for the consideration of the adventurers whether they like to invest in 
locomotive engines to work a mine; but as to thedrainage and general management, 
it is not, as you state, a mere question of gapital. This is a question of legal cove- 
nant, embodied in the lease; and as the mine has neither been sunk or drained since 
Capt, Webb was dismissed, two years uni a half ago, it cannot be said to have been 
worked in the most effectual manner. So far from casting any reflection upon Capt. 
Woolcock, of whose ability I entirely concur in your estimate, I only regret that 
more agents of his calibre are not now employed. I have only to add, that if the ad- 
venturers should continue to think me ungracious in mooting these pointe, 1 shall 
be content to Iet them shift for themselves, especially as L have no inclination to be 
involved in further correspondence. With best wishes for the snecess of the mine 
Lam, yours, &., TY.

Sin, —In the letter inserted by Mr. Cobbett in your last weck’s Journal, he states 
that the locomotive employed at Great Crinnis Mine, in drawing and crushing, has 
been “ working at a less cost considerably than the same work could have been per- 
formed by any of the engines usnally employed in Cornwall.” As this assertion im- 
plies that the locomotive is enperior to the Cornish engine in its economical results, 
and as Lam unwilling to allow it to pass as a fact without proof, 1 beg to ask Mr. 
Cobvett to furnish your ith Lhe data by which he determined his concinsion. 
Chis will be comparatively easy, si it will involve nothing more than to transfer 
to your own columns a copy of his caicul tions. 

In some special instances, for effecting preliminary trials, or for commanding an 
object affected by peculiar circumstances, the portable engine may be a prudent 
auxiliary in mining; but, for all stationary purposes, the Cornish engine, with its 
measured expansion of steam, perfect condensation, slow combustion, long boilers, 
return flues, clothed steam-pipces and cylinder, must have a pre. eminence in effecting 
a given result for a given cost over the duty rendered by the locomotive. If this be 
not correct, then it behoves Cornish engineers henceforth to cheapen the first coat of 
their engines fally one-third, by making them ail high preseure. G. D.

Proceess of THE Repuction or ALumiIntum.—In a lecture recently 
delivered by Dr. Griffin, in the ha!l of the Bristol Athenwum, “On the Properties of 
Aluminium, and the Newest Discoveries respecting that Metal,” several most in- 
teresting facts were elicited. Alumina, or clay, when nearly pure, contained on an 
averuge 20 per cent. of the metal; and the various processes were fully described of 
eomverting this inte alum, or sulphate of alumina, and afterwards the extraction of 
aluminium from alam. M. St. Claire Deville, Professor of Chemistry at the Ecole 
Normale, at Paris, bad been most succcssful in his experiments. By a modification 
of Davy and Wobler’s methods, he had succecded in producing the metal in consider- 
able quantities ; he cast several ingots, and had a medal struck, which he presented 
to the Emperor, who authorised further investigation on a large scale, at the expense 
of the Treasury. In addition to the appearance and properties of this metal, as de- 
scribed by us in former Journals, we may now state that it isa white metal, ana- 
ceptiMe of a high polish, but has a slight shade of blue, like zine, From this circum- 
stance, it is not likely to supersede silver generally, but would moke capital egg and 
mustard spoons, as it is not affected by sulphuretted compounds, It is nearly as hard 
as iron, but can be softeried by annealing ; it possesses great rigidity and tenacity 
and, when broken, shows a fine-grained fracture, like steel. A cup, or other article, 
made of it, although quite thio, may be let fall on a stone pavement without indenta- 
tion. It can be drawn into wire as fine asa hair, and be rolled into extremely thin 
sheets, Some of the alloys of aluminium were expected, when better known, to be 
of gteat importance in the arts. Hy igniting a mixture of chloride of aluminium, lime, 
an‘ iron filings, an alloy was obtained containing 75 parts of iron and 25 of alumi- 
nium, nearly as valuable as the latter itself. It was of a brilliant silver white colour, 
extremely hard, not tarnished by exposure to damp air, or even nitrous fames. With 
respect to the cost, it was sold at present as high as 3/, 10s. per oz., but this was only 
% fietitious price, and he saw no improbability of its being manufactured as low as 8s, 


or 10s. per ib. Even atits present cost, taking bulk for bulk, it is only three times 


the price of silver, and, at the ab»ve-named prices, it might immediately take the 
place of copper for coinage; for, being only one-fourth the specific gravity, if pieces 


were mare of half the size, they would represent the same value. Many specimens 
were exhibited illustrating the manufacture of this singular meta), and the beautiful 
manner in which it can be deposited from its solutions in the process of electrotyping.

Mrnino in JAmaica.—An intelligent correspondent, in the Colonial 
Standard and J ica Despatch of Nov. 19, gives some interesting particulars re- 
apecting Wheal Jamaica Copper Company—an adventure in which the whole amount 
of capital was subscribed in the colony; and we are informed that the shares are 
firmly held, no dealings in them taking place in this country. He states it is a noto- 
rious fact that, whenever grey ore has been discovered, it has been invariably found 
to exist only in bunches, and not in continuous lodes, But the fact of a bunch of 
copper ore of some 60 or 90 tons having been found is no reason for arriving at the 
conclusion that no copper exists continuously in Jamaica, because grey ore has been 
found in bunches in Cornwall, and there is scarcely acopper mine in the world of 
any value that it is notoccasionally met with. The misconception, however, to which 
he alludes is, that when an actnal lode of copper ore has been discovered in Jamaica 
of great width, and rich in metal, most person« jump to the conclusion that they will 
reap an abundant harvest immediately, and that the ore will be taken out at once in 
large quantities. Snch notions and mierepresentations have tended more than any- 
thing else to check mining enterprise in Jamaica, and to lead the British capitalist to 
believe that the whole thing isa delusion. A mincral lode having been discovered, 
it is probably more easy to get at it in Jamaica than in Cornwall, the mountainous 
nature of the country afford ng peculiar advantages, particularly where the lodes are 
found at some thousands of feet above the level of the sea. The above observations 
are induced in consequence of a recent viait to the Charing Cross Mine, the property 
of the Wheal Jamaica Copper Company. Five !evels have been driven at an average 
length of 300 ft. each, some probably 400 ft., and 60 ft. below each other. In the 
course of about six weeks winzes will have been completed, communicating with 
every level, and stoping on an extensive scale will be shortly commenced, ‘The lode 
has proved continuous in every level, and increases gradually in richness to the lowest.

m1 was rea, OW. the Vertical, Structure of the Primar Rocks, and the General 
Character of their Gold-bearing Varieties,” in which the author commenced by stating 
that it was almost imposible to form a correct idea of the true character and 
gical position of the gold-beuring rocks, without being first acquainted with the sym- 
metrical order of the crystalline structure of the fundamental series: hence the cause 
why the two subjects were combined in one paper. It proceeded to show tbat the 
vertical cleavage planes approximated very closely to the direction of the trué me- 
ridian from the southern zone to the Aretic rogions; and reference was uiade to 
various sections from Terra del Fuego to Culifornia, and from Australia to the Ural 
Mountains. This primary meridional structure had a great tendency to produce 
ridges in the direction of its bearing, and the predominance of north and south chains 
of mountains, like the South American, Californian, and the Ural, must be ccasidered 
rather the effect than the cause of the internal, vertical, or polar structare. It was 
contended that.the study of the structure and composition of rocks, mineralogy, me- 
talliferous formations, and slate quarries, were as necessary to a yas acquaint- 
ance with geology as pal@ontology, to which attention was now so genera ly directed, 
and more important for the purposes of mining engincers. The rocks which produced 
gold, it was stated, belonged entirely to the primary, and not the fossilliferous series, 
as bad been sometimes assumed, that metal never having been found in the sedi- 
mentary rocks, except in combination with quartz and pyrites, and then only in the 
vicinity of the primary ones, and, consequently, derived therefrom, It then stated 
that, in order to predict with any degree of certainty the existence of gold in any 
region, it was indispensable to ascertain if the primary series were uncovered by the 
sedimentary, and subject to disintegration ; if the structure were found in a vertical, 

~ and more or less in a polar direction ; aud if the meridional crystalline bands predo- 
minated in ferruginous argillaceous schists, with talcose and quartzose slate, as fully 
described in the sections exhibited by the author. 

The author ex pressed his conviction that the propagation of erroneous views, such 
as those of the sedimentary origin of the primary slates, and their being subsequently 
lifted to high angles, tended to vitiate the foundation of geological acience as now 
taught, and that it was in the interest of true science that any actual observations, 
leading to more correct views, should be fairly and calmly discussed. 

Purely scientific geologists generally at present directed their attention chiefly, if, 
not exciusively, to palwontology, considering prone that the study of the structure 
and the composition of rocks, mineralogy, the metalliferous formation, slate quarries, 
&c., were subjects co! ted more i diately with the a oa avocations of 
the mining engineer than with the studies of scientific geologists. 

We have only given an outline of the contents of the paper, as our space would not 
permit its insertion entire ; but this is the less to be regretted, aa full discussions and 
correspondence on its subject matter have so often appeared in our columns, 

In a Jengthened and interesting discussion which ensued, it was objected that the 
subject was of so purely a geological character, as to be scarcely adapted to a meet- 
ing of Civil Engineers; but it was shown that, as mining was an important part of 
the professional employment of engineers, the discussion of such subjects clearly 
came withiu the province of the Institution, more particularly as engineers had been 
reproached for not having devoted more attention to geology. In answer to the 
author’s views, it was contended that the theory as to the vertical structure of the 
primary rocks was ideal, and opposed to the views of eminent geologists; and, on 
the other hand, it was contended that the observations should be admitted to be con- 
scientious, until they were demonstrated by other travellers to be erroneous, more 

articularly as new facts were continually being brought to light, which should have 

mn discovered long ago, if the laws of geology had been so unalterably fixed and 
determined. It was admitted that the author of the paper had «lone good practical 
service to mining engineers and to logists, although he might, in carrying his 
views too far, almost have been guilty of geological) heresy, 

It had been asserted that the primary rocks in the gold districts of Virginia (U.S.) 
did not present a vertical character. Now, in the reports.of Messrs. Andres del Rio 
and John Millington, they said of the rocks of that district, ‘‘ ‘They stood vertical in 
the talcose slate.” Prof, Silliman said of the same gold region, “The strata stand 
nearly vertical, and have a direction of about 10° east of north.” Mr. J.D. Whitney, 
mining engineer, wrote of that extensive district—‘‘ The prevailing dip is to the east, 
ata very high angle; in Virginia, they stand nearly vertical.”” Messrs. Clennon and 
Rogers stated, ** ‘The general strike (of taleose slate rocks) is from 29° to 32° north: 
the lamin stand vertical ;” and the author quoted Profs. Sedgwick, Blake, Wilson, 
Wathen, and other geologists to the same effect. é 

Mr. Hargreaves, in the account of his adventures in California, giving the reasons 
why he expected to tind gold on his return to New South Wales, said, ** Without any 
knowledge whatever of the science of Geology, I simply compared, in my own wind, 
the geological formations, which I saw in California, with others that I had seen in 
Australia, and becoming fully persuaded that if the existence of gold was to be tested 
by such outward appearances, gold must exist in Australia as well as in California, I 
acted on that persuasion, and at the very first trial (on my return to New South Wales) 
discovered the existence of gold.” 

Tt was contended that this corroborative evidence could not be lightly passed over 
in a society composed of pre-eminently practical men ; either because the propositions 
were not in accordance with accepted theories, or because those who dissented had not 
had an opportunity of making personal observations, to enuble them to confirm or 
deny, with authority, the views of theauthor, The Institution was, therefore, urged to

Rattway Trarric.—The traffic returns of railways in the United King- 
dom for the week ending Dec. 22 amounted to 400,544/., and for the corresponding 
week of 1854 to 382,759/., sbowing an increase of 17,7857. The gross receipts of the 
eight railways having their termini in the metropolis amounted for the week ending 
as above to 183,758/., and for the corresponding week of last year to 183,687/., show- 
ing an increase of 50712. 

The increase on the Great Northern Railway amounted to 1506/.; on the Great 
Western to 9771. ; on the London, Brighton, and South Coast to 659/.; on the London 
and South-Western to 1865/, ; on the South-Eastern to 1467/.: total, 64747, Butfrom 
this must be Geducted 63/., the decrease on the Eastern Counties ; 1287/. on the Lon- 
don and North-Western; and 53/. on the London and Blackwall, leaving the in- 
crease, as above, 50712, 

The receipts on the other lines in the United Kingdom amounted to 211,786/., and 
for the corresponding period of 1854 to 199,072/., showing an increase of 12,714/. in 
the receipts of those lines, which, added to the increase on the metropolitan lines, 
makes the total increase 17,785/.,as compared with the corresponding week of 1854. 


Taames EspLaNnave anv Raiiway.—A project has just been registered, 
under the title of the ‘* River Thames Esplanade Kailway aud Sewage Company.” 
The promoter, Mr. Wieland, of Glasgow, proposes to construct river walls on both 
banks of the Thames, extending from London to Westminster Bridge, with a view of 
improving the channel and navigation, whilst increased wharfage accommodation 
would be given by means of quays, extending landwards a depth of 120 feet ; a road, 
or esplanade, being formed 80 feet wide on the north side, and 40 feet wide on the 
south side, of the river, handsome warehouses and shops being built on the other pro- 
tion of the arches. It is likewise pro to form a tunnelled railway under the 
arches, on the Middlesex side of the river, from London Bridge to Hungerford Mar- 
ket. Another feature of the scheme is the purifying the River Thames, by entrap- 
ping the sewage of at the mouths of the present sewers, and conveying it 
from the heart of the metropolis to convenient spots, where it may be deodorised and 
converted into manure for agricultural purpose. | It would appear, irrespective of 
ec cial ions, to be an undertaking the utility of which, if found prac- 
ticable, would recommend itself to public approval, as nothing can be more important 
than its proposed objects—thatof purifying the Thames, adding to the wharfage, con 
et pores convenient warehouse accommodation on the river, and providing a wide 
and rapid means of transit from the West-end to London Bridge, by which the present 
crowded thoroughfares will be relieved, to say nothing of the architectural beauty 
which it would give to the metropolis. An elaborate and beautifally-finished model 
of the proposed esplanade and buildings has been constructed by Mr. Wieland, as 
explanatory of the advantages of the echeme he is anxious to carry out.

Improvep Mops or Castine Hottow Srnericar Bopres.—Mr. Peters, 
of Union-street, Southwark, the patentee of a novel description of steam-engine, com- 
bining the reciprocating and rotative motions, which we gave a full de-cription of in 
the Journal of July 7, has recently patented some machinery for the casting of hollow- 
projectiles, or other spherical bodies. The principle availed of by the patentee in this 
instance is, that fluids, or semi-fluid bodies, have a tendency to fly from the centre to 
the circumference whea in rapid circular motion, The arrangement consists in the 
employment.of a hollow mould, made in two or more parts, into which molten metal, 
or other necessary material, is passed through a pipe, which descends about inidway 
into the mould, and then imparting to it two rotary motions, at right angles with 
each other. The centrifugal force acting in all directions distributes the contents of 
the mould evenly all round, while the internal pipe acts as an escape for the alr and 
ases, and thus prevents any quantity of material, if any, from being forced there- 
rom, When casting shells, the inventor inserts round the outside of the internal 
pipe a ferule, or screw, which will become incorporated with the shell, and will be 
ready to receive a fusee, threaded with a corresponding screw. The thickness of the 
shell may be increased or diminished by pouring into the mould more or less metal, 
and the time it takes to set will, of course, vary with the quantity employed, The 
mould may, if desirable, be lined Boone with any suitable material, and may, 
also, be cooled after the casting is formed by the external application of water or other 
cooling matter. Other hollow articles may be formed in a similar manner, by alter- 
ing the mould to suit the shape to be imparted to them, 


IMPROVEMENTS IN Swinc Doors.—Mr. R. Watson Savage has just spe- 
cified his patent for ‘* Improvements in Single and Double Action Swing Doors,” and 
his specification thus describes the invention :—Close to the edge of the door, nearest 
to its turning point, and secured underneath the same, so as to allow the door to travel 
on it, I have an incline plane, or wedge piece, the surface whereof must be such as to 
com the course taken by the opening, shutting, or swinging of the door, and which 
incline plane, or oor ea must be secured in such position underneath the door 
that the curve might be described thereon, and so that the door on being opened shall 
press first upon the lower part of the thin end of the inclined plane, or wedge, and 
then travel to the highest, or thick part thereof. The superficies of this inclined 
plane, or wedge, may be of any suitable furm, and instead of its being secured under- 
neath the door, it may be fixed above the door, Also, instead of the said inclined 
plane, or wedge, being a solid piece, it might in some cases be a flat piece, placed at 
an angle, and supported at the highest part of the incline by a spring, or springs, 
giving an upright action. Single action swing doors, which shut and open only, but 
do not swing backwards and forwards, must be hung upon lifting hinges, as the door 
rises up the inclined plane in opening, and runs down it inshutting. In all cases the 
door should be sroviies with rollers to travel over the surface of the incline, and it 
will be necessary to cut away (to the same extent as the wedge rises) the top or bottom 
(as the case may be) of the door, at the edge nearest the turning point, to allow the 
same to rise with the action of the wedge. 


ImpRovED APPARATUS FOR Puniryina AND CaRBonIsING Gas.—Mr. 
Samuel Rowlands, of Birmingham, has taken out a patent for a new mode of treat- 
ing gas, consisting of a vessel or chamber, through which gas is mude.to pass, and 
brought into contact with a large surface of the liquid, to the action of which it is in- 
tended to be subjected. In this chamber is a float of cork, or other light material, 
having a spiral channel, which gives it a slow rotary motion. When it is wished to 
impregnate coal gas with the vapour of naphtha, the versel is partly filled with the 
liquid, which is kept in a state of agitation bv the rotation of the float as it sinks. 
Other carbonaceous fluids may be employed with like effect.
